“What is delaying volume produc- 
tion on the new Ford?” is the 
question heard everywhere in De- 
troit and doubtless the world over. 
With around 800,000 orders on his 
books, an impatient public wonders 
why Ford cannot attain his old- 
tirhe rate of operation. 

The inability of outside sup- 
pliers to provide certain parts in 
sufficient quantity is partly re- 
sponsible, but the principal eause 
of the delay is Henry Ford him- 
self. The Model A, though a vast 
improvement over its predecessor, 
does not measure up to the high 
standard Ford has set for his new 
car. 

As frequently happens in the case 
of new models, actual use in the 
hands of the public brings to light 
the desirability of further improve- 
ments. It is these refinements of 
mechanical detail that up to the 
present have occupied Ford’s time 
and are primarily responsible for his 
unwillingness to speed up produc- 
tion. Ford has now finished with 
this work and will turn his personal 
attention to the problem of manu- 
facture. 

To the casual observer the prog- 
ress of Ford Motor Company in at- 
taining its old-time stride may 
appear slow but to Ford develop- 
ments are in line with expectations. 
Before abandoning the Model T, Ford 
Motor Company accumulated a fat 


Cleveland Sees Automotive 


LEVELAND, July 26.—When 

the automotive industry im- 
proves in the heat of the summer 
here in Cleveland—especially in a 
presidential year—the situation is 
extraordinary. 

And that is just what is happen- 
ing here—in fact. has been hap- 
pening for the last two weeks, ac- 
cording to B. C. Seiple, director of 


the State-City Employment Bureau. ' 


Seiple’s survey of conditions, com- 
pleted today, was based upon an 
intensive study since the upturn 
two weeks ago, which followed what 


was first believed to be the mid- | 


summer slump of June 15. 

“As a result, I am very optimistic 
about conditions for the remainder 
of the season,” Seiple said. 

“Although it is midsummer, there 
are very few good mechanics walk- 
ing the streets,” Seiple said. “There 
is some unemployment, but my judg- 
ment is that those affected are 
largely the ‘misfits’ their employers 


dropped last fall and ‘forgot’ to call | 


back.” 
The upturn in general business, 
Seiple said, was traceable to 


surplus and started 1927 with the 
biggest cash balance in its history. 
Expenses in connection with bring- 
ing out the new car, the long shut- 
down and subsequent small prod- 
uction naturally proved a drain on 
cash. 

By the first of the year there 
was still considerably more than 
$250,000,000 on hand from the 
surplus, not counting current in- 
come. In view of the big pay 
rolls the geater part of the cur- 
rent year it is logical to expect 
there has been further reduction. 
But that cash is ample is indi- 
cated by Ford’s attitude of un- 
concern. 

Although revenue from new car 
sales has been small, Ford Motor 
|Company throughout the period of

income from its parts business and

Sacramento, Cal., July 26.—That 
more than 1,000 freight trucks and 
passenger buses will be seized for 
failure to pay the state motor 
transportation revealed 
today by Ray L. Riley, state con- 
troller.

Foreign Production 


OTOR vehicle registration in foreign countries is grad- 

ually creeping up. Ina set of figures recently released 
by the Department of Commerce in Washington some inter- 
esting statistics on the growth of the mass production idea in 
France and England were indicated. 

In France Andre Citroen has reached a total of 75,000 
motor vehicles, a record which he made in 1927. Sperone 
was not so far behind and last vear turned out 50,000 motor 
cars. Peugeot was in third place in France with an output 
of 25,000. Here are three firms producing a total of 150,000 
cars per annum, a record that would have been considered 
fantastic just a few years ago. 

In England, Morris built 60,000 vehicles last year, 
and Austin made a record of 35,000. The step between 
the second and the third manufacturers was wider than 
in France, the Singer Company being in third position, 
with 11,000 vehicles. 

Of course the Europeans are still far behind our pro- 
duction marks, but the real point is that they have cage 
the idea. They are employing American production idea 
With the rapid spread of deferred payment popularity in the 
foreign countries these makers are going to have a widening 
market which will absorb more and more of their products. 
When they manage to persuade their governments to make 
taxation lighter and to encourage rather than hinder the 
great mass of the population in becoming motor vehicle 
owners, We are going to see some remarkable developments 
by European motor manufacturers.

and Imperial Oil; holdings of Imperial Oil in International 
Petroleum and of South Penn Oil in Penn Mex Fuel. 


In addition to the stock issues 
the group has an aggregate of 
$291,278,240 par value of bonds 
outstanding, not including $49,- 
239,000 bonds of Humble Oil and 
Refining Company. 


Just prior to the dissolution of 
the old Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, late in 1911, stock of 
that company was valued around 
$667.50 a share, or a total valua- 
tion of $656,408,152. Early in 1912, 
just after the dissolution, a nominal 
market made on shares of the var- 
lous units showed a combined
